HODGSON AGAIN ON STAND.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—Today’s pro- 
ceedings began with the recall of Lieut.

Servian Walnuts not Good.

United States Consul at Buda-Pest, 
Hungary, concerning the walnut crop, 
which contains the following: 

“The walnut crop of Hungary, ac- 
cording to the latest statements of 
merchants here, has turned out to be 
a very good one. In particular the 
Transylvanian, soft-skinned and large 
walnuts which resemble the French 
product, are possible for export, to- 
gether with Roumanian and Bulgarian 
walnuts put on the market here. On 
the contragy, the Bosnian and Servian 
walnuts, which are hard-skinned and 
small, are not good and will not find 
any export except to Germany. The 
United States growers should notice 
that the good Hungarian nuts in pre- 
vious years have been exported from 
here to England and thence to America 
as French walnuts. 

This year’s export from Hungary to 
the united outside world will be the 
best for twenty-five years. The crop 
will be picked about the 10th of No- 
vember. The firm of Seggermann 
Brothers, New York, has imported two 
lots of walnuts from Hungary in the 
last few weeks, showing that Hungary 
has still some of the old crop left. 
The prices are predicted as follows:

HILL ON ANARCHY. 


Senator Hill Favors Exclusion and De- 
portation of Anarchists—Congress Will 
Surely Act in the Matter.

NEW YORK. Oct. 7.—Former Sene- 
tor David R. Hil), in an article just 
published in Leslie's Weekly, tells about 
the failure in 1894 of proposed legisla- 
tion in Congress for the exclusion of 
alien anarchists and for the deporta- 
tion of these who had already entered 
this country. Senator Hill was chair- 
man of the immigration committee, and 
was strongly in favor of such a law. 
The bill the Senate but failed 
to pass the House of Representatives. 
Senator Hill says that it was not be- 
cause the.majority of the members of 
the House were opposed to the general 
principles of the bill, but because it 
reached that bodv late in session, 
when there was a rush of business, and 
a single objection prevented the meas- 
ure from coming up for a vote.

PLANING MILLS. 
ALL RUNNING. 


Expected Strike Did not 
Materialize. 


Eight-hour Day not in 
General Effect. 


Men Work Nine Hours in Some 
Mills, but Whistle Says 
Only Eight. 


The planing-mill strike which was to 
have taken place yesterday unless the 
demand of the union employés for an 
eight-hour day was conceded,’ did not 
materialize to any alarming extent. In 
two milis only was there any trouble, 
and this was not of a serious nature. 

In mogt of the mills the men are still 
working nine hours without any change 
in wages, and an understanding has 
been reached between the empioyers 
and employés in most instances wh ch 
will result in the continuation of the 
hours and wages which have prevalled 
for some time past, until the end of the 
present month at least. 

When the demand for shorter hous 
at the old wages was presented a 
month ago there was a disposition on 
the part of a good many of the miil 
owners to stand out against it. Sev- 
eral conferences were heidl with this 
end in view. 

CONCILIATORY SPIRIT. 

Most of the bosses were, however, 

to meet the men in a concilia- 

tory spirit, inasmuch as the demand 
for an eight-hour day was not made 
by the union alone, but was concurred 
in by most of the non-union emp.uoyés 
who form a very considerabie number 
of the men working in the miiis. Fur- 
it was recognized that a 

strike or shut-down of the mills for 
any cause would result in the crippling 
of the building trade which is now in 
such a highly-prosperous condition. 
The mills all have more orders for fin- 
ished materials than they can promptly 
an; they are getting good prices tor 
their products, and the employers gen- 
erally are wiiling to treat their em- 
ployés liberally, as regards hours and 


wages. 

The big lumber companies which also 
do a milling business would be the 
heaviest losers in the event of a shut- 
down, and they are the first to grant 
the request for an eight-hour day. The 
J. M. Griffith Lumber Company, after 
talking the matter over with its em- 
ployés as .. individuals, conceded the 
eight-hour day two weeks The 
Kerckhoff - Cuzner Mum and Lum- 
ber Company followed suit, on Monday 
of last week. The W. H. Perry Lum- 
ber and Mill Company went on an 
eight-hour basis about the middle of 
last week, with a corresponding scale 
of wages, and the Los Angeles Plan- 
ing Mill Company adopted the eight- 
hour system yesterday. The under- 
standing is that the men in the two 
mille last named are to work at re- 
duced wages (that is, at the same rate 
per hour as received heretofore, but 
only eight hours per day,) until the 
end of the present month, or until con- 
tracts made on the nine-hour basis are 
cleared up, after which the same wages 
are to be paid for eight hours as here- 
tofore paid for nine hours’ work. 

ONLY A DELUSION. 

The men in all the other mills, 
whether union or non-union, are stin 
working nine hours a day, in reality, 
although the union has a fiction that 
the eight-hour system is already in ef- 
fect, and that union men are work ng 
only eight hours for nine hours po. 
The union dictum is that the whistle 
which is the signal for the men to go 
to work, must not be blown before & 
o'clock a.m. The men may, however, 
at their own volition, begin work one 
hour before the whistle biows, but the 
first hours work is to be considered as 
a gift to the employers in order to 
help them te come out even on any 
contracts which they may have on 
hand that were figured on the nine- 
hour basis. This arrangement is to 
continue until the first of next month, 
at which time the majority of the em- 
ployers have agreed to put the eight- 
hour system at the old rate of pay 
into effect. 

WHISTLED TOO SOON. 

Most of the mills still working nine 
hours humored the union yesterday to 
the extent of not dowing the Whistle 
before & clock, although the men 
were at work an hour before that time. 
At the Santa Fé mill. ‘however, the 
Whistle was blown at the usual hour, 
and the men to go to work. 
The entire force, about twenty in num- 
ber, remained idle until 8. C. Dodge, 
president of the company, arrived on 
the scene. Mr. Dodge has been in the 
milling business for thirty years, and 
thie ie the firet strike he ever has had 
on his hands. His soul rebels against 
union dictation, and he gave his idle 
men some very reproof when he 
reached the mill at about 15 a.m. 
He informed them, what be had told 
them before, that he would grant an 
eight-hour day just as soon as all the 
other mills had done the same, but un- 
til he had assurances that all were 
willing to do so, he would have to in- 
sist upon nine hours’ work for nine 
hours’ pay. After some parleying the 
men returned to work. President Dodge 
left orders with his engineer to biow 
the whistle at 7 o’clock this morning, 
as usual. men say they have no 
objection to the blowing of the whistle 
at that hour, but they insist upon 
having it blewn at 8 o'clock, the un- 
ion’s official time for the commence- 
ment of the day’s work, also. There- 
fore, unless the whistle is tooted at & 
o'clock this morning to gratify the 
whim of the union millmen, there is 
liable to be another walk-out in Mr. 
Dodge's mill. 

DONE WITH THE UNION. 

At the planing mil of James Car- 
lisle 4 Sons, No. 1050 East Fourth 
street, two union men walked out yes- 
terday morning, on account of the pre- 
mature tooting of the whistle, and they 
are out yet. Members of the firm. them- 
selves, worked in the strikers’ places 
for the day, and will fill them perma- 
nently with non-union men. They in- 
formed the walking delegate of the 
union, who called to patch up a settle- 
ment, that they had no settlement to 
make with any labor union, and that 
they intended to keep on running their 
business in their own way. They would 
continue to work nine hours a day as 
jong as competition on that basis had 
to be met. If all the milis in the city 
would come down to eight hours with 
the same rate of wages now in force,

NO STRIKE HERE. 


At the Central-avenue pianing mill, 
the largest establishment of the kind 
in the city, everything was running 
along smoothly yesterday. Mr. Hughes, 
the manager, sent a letter to the union, 
in reply to the demand for an eight- 
hour day, showing why it was impos- 
sible for the company at this time to 
grant such a demand ovtright, with- 
out seriously crippling its gysiners, The 
Hughes Bros. are largely ‘engaged in 
he manufacture of sashes and doors. 

y have to compete with the Califor- 
nia Door Company, the largest estab- 
lishment of the kind on the Coast, and 
eastern manufacturers. 1 of whom 
work on the ten-hour basis. 

“Our market extends as far east as 
Denver.” said Mr. Hughes 1. 
“We are now paying our men top-notch 
wages for nine hours’ work, and if we 
py the same wages for eight hours’ 
work, we would be so handicapped 
that we could not possibly compete with 
the northern and eastern firms. Our 
men are well satisfied with their wages 
and hours, and them realize 
that if the demand of the union were 
rigidly enforced, we would have to shut 
down a part of our plant, at least, and 
employ less men instead of keeping on 
expanding as we have been steadily do- 
n 


Not more than half the men in this 
mill belong to the union, and if a strike 
were colled many would refuse to go 
out. No definite understanding har yet 
been reached as to what action will be 
taken by the union it the Hughes Bros. 
refuse to concede an eight-hour day, 
but there is a disposition among the 
men to help the sash-and-door depart- 
ment run until the end of the year, at 
least, on the nine-hour plan, without 
interference, in order to give the firm 
a chance to close up its contracts which 
were taken on the nine-hour basis. One 
of these contracts is for 48000 doors, 
which go to Denver. This is one of the 
largest orders ever received by a local 
manufacturing firm from so great a dis-

MYSTERIOUS DEATH.

STEALING 
ARID LANDS. 


The Desert Land Act an 
Aid to Fraud. 


How it Has Operated in 
Montana. 


Enormous Ranches Built Up 
by Fraud—A Premium 
on Perjury. 


BY J. D. WHELFLEY. 
CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

HELENA (Mont.) Oct. 1.— The des- 
ert land act is the most iniquitous 
piece of legislation ever placed upon 
the statute books,” said a prominent 
western Senator recently. “Without 
any perceptible increase in our farm- 
ing population during the fiscal year 
ending June 30, over 100,000 acres of 
Montana's choice farm lands were paid 
for and receiver's receipts issued. It 
is fair to assume that at least as many 
more acres were taken up during the 
same period that have not been paid 
for. How long, let me ask, can this 
work of acquiring land largely for the 
benefit of companies and corporations 
continue before our rich arid domain 
will pass beyond the reach of settlers 
and home builders? In view of na- 
tional ald in the reclaiming of our 
arid lands, the first step snould be the 
immediate repeal of some of our pres- 
ent land laws and the preservation of 
public domain for actual settierm If 
this cannot be done, Federal aid will 
only be a dream. It can never be a 
reality, for the nation will not appro- 
priate money except rt ve in the in- 
terest of actual settlement. When the 
desert land act is repealed ahd the is- 
suing of ecrip is stopped, as it should 
have been long ago, and the public 
lands are held for home builders, then, 
and not until then, will we have laid 
the foundation for the upbuilding of 
agriculture and for an industrial 
growth never surpassed in any coun- 
try. 

“We can readily understand why cap- 
italists in Chicago, Boston and New 
York, men in nowise identified with the 
upbullding of the western States, who 
have invested money in cattle, sheep, 
water fronts and favored places com- 
manding wide ranges, should look with 
disfavor upon all measures that tend 
to settlement and growth, but it is 
not easy to understand how men liv- 
ing in the western States and taking 
pride in their achievements should be 
indifferent to these subjects. With 
what propriety can we ask the Fed- 
eral government to expend millions of 
dollars in the construction of reser- 
voirs and irrigating canals after all 
the lands tributary to them have been 
appropriated by a few men and a few 
companies? In ninety cases out of a 
hundred the provisions of the desert 
land act have not been complied with 
in securing title. In fact, the pro- 
visions of the law have been flagrantly 
violated and title has been secured by 
the rankest perjury. 

This Senator but e the gen- 
eral view of those who have investi- 
gated the workings of the desert land 
law. This law originated in 1875, when 
a big cattle company in California, de- 
siring to secure title to a large tract 
of land, secured the passage by Con- 
gress of an act whereby it was able 
to accomplish its purpose by a pre- 
tense of reclamation of government do- 
main. The process was 80 easy that 
the demand for a similiar law became 
general, and in 1877 the desert land 
act, practically as it now stands, was 
placed upon the statute book. Since 
1877 there have been 36,951 originai 
desert filings under this law in the 
arid States, covering 9,140,517 acres of 
public land. Of all these filings made 
but 10,912 have been proved up on and 
title conveyed by the government, 
these final proofs covering 2,674,695 
acres. During each year there are be- 
tween 2500 and 3000 desert filings made 
and between 500 and 900 final proofs 
accomplished, and it is conservative to 
estimate that fully 9 per cent. of the 
final proofs made on desert lands are 
entirely fraudulent. 

As the law now stands any citizen of 
the United States can take up 320 
acres of arid land by making a deposit 
at the time of filing of 2% cents per 
acre and paying $1 an acre more when 
title passes from the government. The 
law requires that before securing ti- 
tle the settlers shall prove the owner- 
ship of sufficient water to irrigate this 
entire tract of land; shall prove that 
he has expended at least $1 per acre 
per year in improving the land, and 
that he actually irrigated within 
three years from the time of filing 
every legal subdivision of his claim. 
The proof of irrigation is the actual 
ownership of water, the construction 
of the necessary canals and ditches 
ana the presence of water upon the 
land in sufficient quantities to produce 
a crop, as shown by the testimony of 
witnesses. 

To honestly carry out the require- 
ments imposed by the law a man must 
have an unquestioned water right of 
sufficient volume and, as experience 
has proved, make an expenditure of at 
least $10 an acre to put this water 
upon the land in sufficient quantities 
to raise a crop of some kind which 
would not otherwise have grown upon 
his claim. It is a notorious fact that 
thousanas of desert claims are filed 
where there is no possibility of secur- 
ing the necessary water. It is an 
equally notorious fact that the law 
is used in nearly every instance to 
prevent others from settling upon the 
land to secure monopoly of live stock 
ranges or to monopolize water holes 
and water fronts in such a way as to 
prevent others from using the public 
range in that vicinity. - 

The manner in which many of the 
final proofs are made upon these desert 
claims is almost incredible. In nu- 
merous instances no attempt is made 
to water the land at all, the principal 
effort being expended in the securing 
of witnesses who will swear to a state- 
ment of alleged facts required by the 
land office before patent issues. To 
ease the conscience of some of these 
witnesses men have been known to 
take a pall of water and in their pres- 
ence pour it upon the land so that 
statement can be made that they have 
seen water running upon the claim. 
The building of ditches sworn to in the 
final preof generally means plow- 
ing of single furrows across each forty 
acres, 80 as to comply with the law 
in regard to each legal subdivision, a 
forty being the smallest tract recog 
nized in the surveys of the public land. 
In other well-known and now popu- 
louse vaueys of Colorado, Wyoming, 
Montana, New Mexico, Arizona, and, in 
fact, in all the arid 
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stated without exaggeration 
nearly all of the large land 
ings or ranches in the arid West have

The agricultural population of the 
arid States is not increasing in nearly 
the ratio with which the government is 
disposing of its estate, thus showing 
that the big livestock companies are 
extending their operations in the land 
ness, a process which will result 

in time in the entire absorption of land

— by an increasing popu-

dishonest in any particular. it has 
become the custom for a man who de- 
sired to secure a lot of land to let it 
be understood that such land was worth 
so much per acre to him as soon as title 

be conveyed. The result of such 
an announcement is to bring in a lot 
of irresponsio.e people, who file upon 
the tract whicn the rancher desires to 
secure, w from him the money to 
prove up, and after title is completed 
eonvey the land for a small considera- 
tion above the indebtedness to the man 
desiring the large land holding. The 
existence of land laws which can be 
evaded by a f..m ot perjury apparently 
regarded as legitimate has a generally 
deteriorating effect upon the public 
morais. It has come to such a pass 
that few men seem to hesitate to strain 
their conscience to cover a government 
lend transaction. This perjury is open, 
avowed and notorious. When the land 
office attempts to investigate a claim to 
title before title is allowed to pass the 
investigation does not seem to produce 
any real results. For apparently any 
number of witnesses can be secured 
who will swear to an unlimited num- 
ber of falsehoods, w a government 
land transaction is to be made. 

If the desert-land act was resulting in 
the building up of homes upon the arid 
domain of the United States a certain 
element of fraud might be overlooked 
in view of greater benefits derived. But 
the law as it stands today is simply an 
agency for the monoply of the country 
by wertul industrial and political 
combinations, and should be removed 
from the statute books without delay. 
Not only should this be done, but if 
necessary special legislation should be 
enacted whereby all land now held un- 
der the desert act should be inspected 
as to the possibilities of making final 
proof and the good intentions of those 
who are holding it, with the view of 
restoring the same to the public do- 
main in case these are found defective. 

To take the place of the desert act it 
is possible to so amend the homestead 
law, which is now inapplicable to _ 
ert lands, so that there would a 
possibility of a homesteader secur 
title to desert lands in connection wit 
his homestead by honest reclamation. 
The purpose of the government is to 
hold the public lands for the actual set- 
tler. To make a country of homes and 
not of great land holdings has been the 
real spirit and intention of all land leg- 
islation. A tremendous stride toward 
correcting existing errors could be 
made by repealing the desert-land act 
and enacting in its place a desert. 
land 8 to be secured only by 
bona fide homestead setilers. Congress 
wil be asked thie winter to consider 
this matter at length and in detail, and

hopes of Commercial growth tend, and 
yet those hopes can be fulfilled only 
under monopoly conditions not N 

to be granted by the other powers of 
Europe which have interests in Asia. 
It is difficult to see how a true com- 
mercial prosperity can be found in the 
Russian policy of today, and it is only 
by throwing off her isolation that such 
prosperity may be attained. It is not 
likely that so-radical a change will be 
made, and the policy of State aid win 
be continued until it breaks down 
through the inability of the people to 
meet the expenses.
